REPORT. 


The  Council,  for  the  year  ending  10th  ISTovember  1897, 
have  to  report  to  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Academicians 
as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Seventy-First  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Saturday 
the  20th  of  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  the 
5th  of  June.  It  comprised  618  Paintings  in  Oil  and 
Water-Colour,  40  works  in  Sculpture,  52  Architectural 
Drawings,  a number  of  Etchings  and  Drawings  in  Black 
and  White.  The  attendance  was  considerably  over  that 
of  recent  years,  and  the  interest  shown  by  the  public  in 
the  works  exhibited  fully  maintained. 

IT.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy, 
held  on  10th  February,  Sir  Edward  John  Poynter,  President 
of  the  Eoyal  Academy  of  Arts,  and  Dr.  Kowand  Anderson, 
Architect,  were  elected  to  the  rank  of  Honorary  Member ; 
and  Patrick  William  Adam  was  elected  to  the  rank  of 
Academician  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
J.  Devonan  Adam. 

HI.  At  the  Statutory  Assembly  of  Academicians,  held 
on  3rd  March,  it  was  resolved  that  no  Artists  be  elected 
this  year  to  the  rank  of  Associate. 

IV.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy  will  be  called 
upon,  in  February  1898,  to  elect  an  Academician  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Otto  Theodor  Leyde. 
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V.  The  interim  Librarian  and  Curators  of  the  Libraiy 
report  as  follows  : — 

“The  Library  was  open  on  Monday  evenings  from  9th  November 
1896  to  28th  June  1897,  with  the  exception  of  the  usual  interval 
at  Christmas,  and  the  evenings  between  4th  January  and  22nd 
February,  when  it  was  closed  owing  to  the  death  of  the  librarian, 
Mr.  Otto  T.  Leyde. 

“The  aggregate  attendance  shows  a very  considerable  increase, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  attendance  of 
students,  during  the  latter  half  of  the  session,  was  particularly  good. 

“ The  books,  drawings,  and  prints  are  in  good  order  and  cata- 
logued up  to  date.

VII.  The  Council  regret  having  to  record  the  death, 
during  the  past  year,  of  Otto  Theodor  Leyde,  E.S.A.,  John 
Ballantyne,  E.S.A.,  and  Mrs.  Fanny  MTan,  //.E.S.A. 

VIII.  Otto  Theodor  Leyde,  E.S.A.,  was  born  at  Wehlau, 
East  Prussia,  in  1835,  being  the  son  of  Ernest  Leyde,  a Eector 
of  a school  in  that  town.  He  was  educated  there,  and 
studied  at  the  Eoyal  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  at  Koenigs- 
berg  under  Professor  Eossenfelder.  At  the  age  of  nineteen 
he  came  to  Edinburgh,  where  he  finally  settled,  and  was 
employed  for  some  time  as  a lithographic  artist.  He 
became  a naturalised  subject  of  her  Majesty,  devoted  him- 
self to  painting,  and  in  1858  exhibited  for  the  first  time 
in  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy.  He  had  a considerable 
practice  as  a portrait  painter  both  in  Oil  and  Water-Colour, 
and  painted  genre-subjects  chiefly  derived  from  Scottish  life 
and  song.  Etching  occupied  latterly  a good  deal  of  his 
attention.  Among  his  subject  pictures  are  “ The  Toon’s 
Drummer  ” (1868),  “ The  Eeturn  ” (1878),“  Tlie  Auld  Sang  ” 
(1869),  and  his  diploma  picture,  “ Auld  Eobin  Gray  ” (1880). 
His  portraits  include  “ Sir  Thomas  Jamieson  Boyd”  (1873), 
now  in  the  Merchant  Company  Hall,  “ The  Countess  of 
Wemyss  ” (1877),  “The  Countess  of  Dalhousie,”  “Major- 
General  Annesley,”  and  “ The  Hon.  Mrs.  Cheape.” 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1870,  and  ten  years  later  an  Academician. 
Since  1886  he  ably  discharged  the  duties  of  Librarian  of 
the  Academy.  He  died  on  11th  January. 

IX.  John  Ballantyne,  E.S.A.,  was  born  in  1815  at  Kelso. 
He  was  a son  of  Alexander  Ballantyne,  an  intimate  friend 
of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  and  a brother  of  John  and  James  Ballan- 
tyne, the  printers  of  the  early  editions  of  the  Wamrley 
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Novels.  He  was  educated  at  the  Edinburgh  Academy,  and 
entered  the  Board  of  Trustees’  School  as  a student  under  Sir 
William  Allan  and  Thomas  Duncan.  At  the  age  of  sixteen 
he  exhibited  for  the  first  time  in  the  Boyal  Scottish  Academy. 
Thereafter  he  studied  in  London,  Paris,  and  Eome.  In  1839 
he  returned  to  Edinburgh  and  painted  a succession  of  por- 
traits, and  numerous  historical  and  other  pictures,  nearly 
all  of  which  appeared  on  the  walls  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy.  He  removed  to  London  in  1864,  but  continued 
his  contributions  to  the  Academy  until  1887,  when  he 
ceased  to  exhibit.  Among  his  numerous  historical  and  genre 
pictures  may  be  mentioned  “ Horatius  returning  in  triumph 
to  Eome”  (1839),  “ Eonian  Contadini”  (1839),  “ Herodius 
receiving  the  Head  of  John  the  Baptist”  (1843),“  Queen 
Elizabeth  at  the  Death-bed  of  the  Countess  of  Nottingham  ” 
(1849),  “The  Village  Well”  (1850),  “Mischief”  (1857), 
“Punch”  (1858),  “King  James  First  of  Scotland  and  his 
Unruly  Barons”  (1859),  his  Diploma  Work,  “A  Greek 
Head”  (1861),  and  “Maiden  Meditations”  (1887).  Among 
his  works  in  portraiture  are  “Sir  Adam  Ferguson”  (1838), 
“ Sir  Charles  Bell  and  Miss  Kilberry  ” (1840),  “ The  Lord 
Advocate”  (1857),  “Thomas  Faed  ” (1866);  and  a series  of 
portraits  in  1867  of  the  following  painters  in  their  studios  — 
Sir  Noel  Paton,  E.S.A. ; John  Phillip,  E.A. ; Sir  Francis 
Grant,  P.E.A. ; Sir  George  Harvey,  P.E.S.A.;  and  Holman 
Hunt.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1841  and  an  Academician  in  1866.  When 
resident  in  Edinburgh  he  was  for  some  years  a teacher  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees’  School  of  Art,  when,  along  with 
Eobert  Scott  Lauder,  E.S.A.,  he  was  Preceptor  of  the  Life 
School.  Many  of  the  students  of  the  school  at  that  time 
now  occupy  distinguished  positions  in  their  profession. 
After  his  removal  to  London  he  was  also  for  a number  of 
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years  Curator  of  the  Life  School  of  the  Eoyal  Academy  of 
Arts.  Since  1883  he  resided  at  Melksham,  Wiltshire, 
where  he  died  on  12th  May. 

X.  Mrs.  Fanny  Mian,  AT.E.S.A.,  widow  of  E.  A.  M‘Ian, 
A.E.S.A.,  was  born  in  England.  Upwards  of  forty  years 
ago,  when  she  resided  in  London,  several  pictures  of 
Highland  life  and  story  were  contributed  by  her  to  the 
annual  exhibitions  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy.  In 
1854  the  rank  of  Honorary  Member  of  the  Academy  was 
conferred  on  her  “ in  consideration  of  her  eminent  talents 
as  an  artist.”  Her  death  took  place  on  7 th  April. 

XL  At  an  Assembly  of  Academicians,  held  on  22nd 
February,  assent  was  given  to  the  proposal  of  the 
Board  of  Manufactures  that  the  fourth  and  fifth  Octagons 
of  the  eastern  or  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy  side  of  the 
Galleries  should  in  future  be  used  as  a part  of  the 
National  Gallery,  except  during  the  four  months  when 
they  are  required  for  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the 
Academy, — the  Diploma  Works  belonging  to  the 
Academy  to  be  exhibited  in  these  two  Octagons  at 
all  other  times.  The  Assembly  also  agreed  to  the 
Board’s  proposals  as  to  the  transfer  of  certain  pictures 
to  the  Scottish  National  Portrait  Gallery,  and  to  the 
proposed  loan  collection.  The  Council  have  to  report 
that  the  above  arrangements  have  been  duly  carried  out. 

XII.  The  Council,  in  unison  with  the  general  feeling 
of  congratulation  and  loyalty  which  prevailed  throughout 
the  empire  on  the  occasion  of  Her  Majesty  having  com- 
pleted the  sixtieth  year  of  her  illustrious  reign  on  20th 
June,  transmitted  in  name  of  the  Academy  a humble 
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address  to  the  Secretary  of  Scotland  for  presentation  to 
the  Queen.  A gracious  reply  was  duly  received.^
